Food Controller Will See That 
Orders are Obeyed. ' 

The Order in Council regulating the 
serving . of beef and bacon i n public 
eating places and requiring that sub- 
stitutes for white bread be provided 
at all meals will be strictly enforced. 
Police court proceedings have already 
been instituted in Toronto and Ot- 
tawa and in the Port Arthur district. 

At Mr. Hanna's request, the Ottawa 
police authorities this week arranged 
for a meeting between the Food Con- 
troller and six . Ottawa restaurant 
keepers, who were charged with fail- 
ure 'to comply with the Regulations. 
Mr. Hanna explained to them that 
the order had been prepared' with the 
deliberate intention of allowing as 
wide freedom to the restaurant keep- 
ers as was possible within the spirit 
of the Regulations, so that local con 
dltions could bo met without unneces- 
sary hardship. He insisted that the 
order be obeyed. If Infractions were 
not stopped there would be no other 
course open but to put every restaur- 
ant under license. "If it Is made ne- 
cessary for us to do that we shall see 
that every restaurant keeper who does 
not oboy the law shall not- get a li- 
cense nor shall a license be granted 
for the premises which he occupies," 
said the Food Controller. 

Details as to hours; etc., should be 
worked out by arrangement between 
the restaurant proprietors and the 
police authorities of each local dis- 
trict. , 

The Food Controller emphasized the 
absolute necessity of conserving 
wheat flour, beef and bacon, which 
was the purpose of. the order, and 
said that he looked to the restaurant 
people to see that the Regulations 
were fairly observed.

John F.eed, one of the editor* of 
The Masses, who has been Indicted by 
the' Federal Grand Jury for alleged 
violation of the Espionage Act, is a 
.native of Portland. Ore., who found 
his/ way to Harvard University, and 
there attracted attention by his gifts 
as a writer, he being one of the fa- 
vorite pupils of Prof. C. T. Copeland. 
Graduating in 1910, he went to New 
Tork City, became a reporter for dally 
newspapers, and for a time was on 
the staff fit the American Magazine, 
going from it to the Metropolitan, and 
getting an assignment to cover the 
Mexican Revolution, attached to the 
staff of Villa, which he proceeded to 
do. with brilliant results from the 
stylistic and pictorial standpoints. 
When the war opened in 1114. he was 
sent to Europe hy the same maga- 
zine, and wrote vividly on what he 
--saw In Russia, Turkey, Italy and 
France, hut always with radical, so- 
cialistic flare to his comment In 
Russia he fell Into the hands of tits 
law for failure to comply with rule* 
governing Journalists. When releas- 
ed ho returned to the United States, 
and Joined the staff of The Masses.

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SAN FRANCISCO, Cal. — After an 
exhaustive investigation of the meth- 
ods of teaching English to aliens in 
the evening- schools pf California oy 
the state immigration and housing 
commission, according to information 
given a representative of The Chris- 
tian Science Monitor by George L- 
Bell, executive officer of the commis- 
sion, the conclusion la reached, in ef- 
fect, that the vital need of the Am- 
erlcaniaatlon movement at- this time 
Is the discovery of a pedagoglcally 
sound method of Instruction. 

The requirements of the situation 
are so numerous and so varied, and 
the natural difficulties confronting the 
teacher are so great, that in s a large 
number of cases the Instructors hava 
not been successful in adapting the 
methods used in the regular schools 
to the peculiar needs of the foreigner. 

In fact, according to a report that 
has Just been prepared on this sub- 
ject, the present methods of Instruc- 
tion In English* are so faulty that the 
schools for aliens are not getting in 
any large number the Immigrants that 
most need the instruction, those who 
can not speak any English. While 
the report does not Indicate Just what 
form a new system of Instruction 
should take, it makes some founda- 
tional recommendations Involving cer- 
tain prerequisites for success In this 

"In* consideration of the fact that 
only a very small percentage of the 
aliens who begin work In the Eng- 
lish classes continue any length of 
time, and In orfler that the bur - 
den of keeping up their Interest may 
not at first fall upon the academic 
phase of the work, which, under the 
most favourable circumstances, is in- 
adequate to cope with the task with 
which It Is confronted, the commis- 
sion recommends that an attractive 
and helpful social atmosphere be es- 
tablished In the schoolroom, where 
these adult pupils may feel at home 
and understand that the American 
people are their friends, and are 
willing to help them get started In 
their new country. It has been found 
that where this method has been fol- 
lowed an Impetus is given the work 
that has made success In acquiring 
the English language Inevitable. To 
this end the commission recommends 
that every social and civic body In 
each community take an active and 
sustaining Interest In opening and 
conducting the schools for foreigners, 
finding ample opportunity for their 
efforts in supplying the friendly no- 
dal atmosphere and other conditions 
that both directly and Indirectly have 
a very vital bearing upon the suc- 
cess of the more academic phases of 
the work. Some of the organizations 
mentioned as those that may be of 
service In this way are men's and 
women's clubs, church organizations 
benevolent societies, chambers 
commerce, merchants' and manufac 
turers' associations, settlement asso 
dations, social workers, labor unions 
and others . 

Great Impetus to the work has been 
found to arise from the realization 
on the part of large employers of 
foreign labor of the great economic 
advantage that comes to the employ- 
ers themselves from this Instruction 
as the ways In' which the employer 
may co-operato in the work are nu 
merous and exceedingly effective. 

These supplementary social . agen- 
cies, sayB the commission. In effect, 
should not only do what they can .n 
dlvldually, when occasion presents 
Itself, but they should organize a per 
manent working committee In the 
neighborhood of each school In order 
that their organized effort may be 
brought to bear upon the particular 
problems presented in that school.
